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THE  HAWFIELDS  CEMETERIES 


The  history  of  the  first  Hawfields  Church  is  well  set  out  in  "Church  in  The  Old  Fields".  The 
first  church  was  probably  used  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  McAden  when  he  preached  at  Hawfields  in 
August  1755.  The  first  burying  ground  was  evidently  to  the  rear  of  the  church  and  the  entire 
plot  shows  up  from  Interstate  85  as  a  grove  of  large  walnut  trees  just  a  short  distance 
south-east  of  Mebane. 

Dr.  Turner,  in  "Church  in  the  Old  Fields",  says,  "Although  the  church  itself  was  moved, 
many  of  the  old  families  continued  to  use  the  first  burying  ground  for  some  years."  A  visit  to 
the  old  cemetery  in  August,  1975  shows  mostly  native  stone  markers,  unlettered  and  undated 
and  many  obvious  graves  with  no  markers.  Among  the  very  few  decipherable  were  the 
initials  H  W,  J  N,  John  N,  A.  M.  1809,  and  E.  Marlatt 

Died  April 
9'  1837 

This  latter  stone,  well  preserved,  is  some  50  to  60  years  after  the  church  was  moved  and 
helps  account  for  the  number  of  graves  in  the  first  cemetery.  It  was  not  until  January  5,  1924 
that  this  first  cemetery  and  church  location  was  aquired  by  Hawfields  Church.  On  that  day  0. 
H.  Wilson  and  wife  Harriet  I.  Wilson,  for  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Hawfields  Cemetery  Fund  and  their  successors  1.34  acres  ±  known  as  the  old  Hawfields 
Cemetery,  (Orange  County  Deed  Book  83,  Page  144) 

The  second  Hawfields  Church  was  built  sometime  between  1771  and  1780.  The  original 
property,  containing  two  and  one  half  acres,  was  in  the  south-east  corner  of  the  present 
cemetery.  Rev.  John  Debow  was  the  second  pastor  of  Hawfields  Church,  serving  from  1775 
to  1783.  On  January  25,  1780  he  bought  a  hundred  acres  of  land  that  apparently  surrounded 
the  meeting  house  acreage  on  three  sides.  (Orange  County  Deed  Book  2,  Page  109.)  He  died 
Sept.  8th,  1783  and  was  the  first  pastor  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  the  new  location. 

A  little  over  30  years  later,  on  the  26th  day  of  August  1814,  Solomon  Debow  (one  of  John 
Debow' s  sons)  of  the  state  of  Virginia  and  George  Allen,  Jr.  of  the  county  of  Orange  sold  to 
the  elders  of  the  Hawfields  congregation  for  $25.00  seven  acres  and  76  rood  of  land  on  the 
north  side  of  the  old  Trading  Road,  including  the  meeting  house.  (Orange  County  Deed  Book 
29,  Page  55.) 

In  the  second  cemetery  there  are  many  obvious  graves  unmarked  by  any  stone.  In  1975  there 
were  23  identifiable  graves  that  were  dated  before  tf838  and  only  two  of  these  were  before 
1800.  In  addition  to  the  unmarked  graves,  there  are  quite  a  few  undecipherable  or  marked 
only  with  initials.  Anyone  making  a  genealogical  search  should  not  conclude  that  because  a 
grave  is  not  listed  here  a  person  is  not  buried  at  Hawfields.  All  the  material  contained  in  this 
booklet,  and  more,  is  contained  in  a  card  file  in  the  church  office.  Any  new  information 
received  as  a  result  of  this  study  will  be  added  to  the  card  file,  as  well  as  a -record  of  all  future 
interments,  so  that  the  file  record  will  be  up  to  date  at  all  times.  The  information  contained 
here  will  help  to  assure  that  there  is  no  further  loss  of  historical  records.

KEY  TO  MAPS  AND  MARKINGS 


There  are  actually  four  groupings  contained  in  the  listings  here.  Section  "H"  is  to  the  left  of 
the  row  of  evergreen  trees  that  extend  some  500  feet  away  from  the  highway.  Map  II  is  of  the 
area  to  the  right  of  the  roadway  running  through  the  cemetery.  Map  III  is  of  the  area  directly 
back  of  Map  II.  Both  these  areas  are  comparatively  new,  the  plots  well  marked  as  shown  and 
the  location  of  a  grave  is  an  easy  task. 

The  oldest  portion  of  the  present  cemetery  extends  from  the  trees  at  Section  "H"  to  the 
right.  Because  of  irregularities  in  this  part  of  the  cemetery,  markers  have  been  placed  in  9 
rows  from  A  to  I  and  numbered  as  shown  on  Map  I.  The  squares  are  60  x  60  feet.  It  should  be 
easy  to  locate  the  letter  along  the  highway  and  follow  the  line  in  to  the  desired  plot.
